the game at the moat favorable oppor- 
tunity. 
Saturday evening the marshal' 


Instructed all members of thn force to 
report at the office at 12:30. 
Not a 


word was let slip as to the intended 
raid, for had there been the least 
intimation given before hand all the 
marshal's plans 
would have 
been 


spoiled. 
By one o'clock every member 


of the force, with the exception of Po- 
liceman Herrick, who was kept more 
completely in the aark than any of the 
others, had asssmbled at the mayor's 
office. 
Herriok was sent for and then 


the marshal unfolded his plans for the 
proposed raid. 
News of the intended 


raid reached the Lodge before the po- 
lice, and when the marshal rapped on 
the door at two o'clock lights suddenly 
went out all ovai the building, and 
there was a lively soampsring in every 
corner of the tesort. 
By the time the 


marshal had rapped three or four times 
on the door and asked for admission, 
all was quiet as the grave on the in- 
lide. 


Only the whisper of John Shep- 


ard, the manager, betokened life about 
the place: "Sob 1 Lay low I Don't try 
to get out. 
They will go away in a 


minute." The advioe was followed by 
all, save one fellow—"Donnelley" be 
is slated—who thought to escape onto 
the roof. 
He was only in the window 


when the marshal spied him. A couple 
of wild shots in the air and Donnolley 
hustled to get himself inside. All at- 
tempts to get into the building failed, 
and seeing it would be necessary to get 
a- warrant before the doars oould be 
firofcon into, the marshal left instruc- 
tions with the force to hold the fort 
Until he oonld rouse cut tbc mayor and 
Bweiu out a warrant.

but a few minutes, and when he re- 
turned with warrants Sam Williams 
had a big post ready to jam against the 
front door.
